Hie  poke  led  to  the  field  the  army  of  the  allies.  He  took  with  (anprizing 
rapidity         Rurtmmdr,  Stivetr/kuatrt^  ^'*g^»   He  extended  and  fecnred 

the  frontiers  of  the  Duith^  The  enemies,  wiiom  he  found  infalting  at  the 
gates  of  Nimeghem^  were  driven  to  feck  for  ihclter  behind  their  lines.  He 
forced  BoHtie^  ^uy,  Limbourgy  in  another  campaign.  He  opened  thr*  r'^r^- 
munication  of  the  Rmm-,  as  well  as  the  Maes,  lie  added  all  the  countrr 
between  thefc  rivers  to  his  former  conquers.  The  arms  of  Frafu-,-,  favoured 
hy  the  Je/c<!:iioQ  of  the  Ele<3.Qr  of  li^-vuna^  iji.id  ^ueuated  uiio  LiiC  heart 
or  the  Swtfirt,  This  mighty  body  lay  expofed  to  unmcdiace  ruin.

Phwes  which  had  refifled  the 
creitcll  generals  for  months,  for  years:  Provineesdifpntedforagi^  were  the 
conquers  of  a  fummer.  Nor  was  the  Dake  content  to  trinmph  alone.  Soli- 
dtons  for  the  general  intcreft,  his  eare  extended  to  the  rcmoteft  fcenes  of  the 
war,  Hechoife  to  IcfiSen  his  own  army,  th?.r  he  might  cnrtble  the  leaders  of 
Other  armies  to  conquer.  To  this  it  mult  be  afcribcd  that  Turin  was  rehevcd, 
the  Duke  of  Sanjcy  rc-inftatcd,  the  French  driven  with  confufion  out  of  Jiaiy, 
Thefe  viftoncs  gave  the  confederates  an  opportunity  oi  carrying  the  war 
on  every  fide  into  the  dominions  of  France,  Buf  (he  continued  to  enjoy  a 
l-  nd  of  peaceful  ututraliiy  in  Gtrwutttf.  Prom  Itaiy  (he  was  once  alarmed, 
;iau  11  id  no  more  to  fear.  The  entire  reduaioa  of  this  power,  whofe  ambi- 
tion had  caufcd,  whofe  fttength  fupported  the  war,  feemed  referved  Ibr  him 
alone  who  had  fo  triomphantly  begun  the  glorious  work. 

The  barrier  of  jFn»if*  on  the  fide  of  the  U-v  Counirii  s,  had  been  forming 
for  more  than  half  a  century.  Wiiat  art,  power,  cxpcnce  could  do,  had 
been  done  to  render  it  impenetrable.

Br:.jff/s,  beficf^cd  by  the  cIci51or  of  Baiaria^  was  relieved.    Ghent  fur 
rendered  to  the  Duke  in  the  middle  of  a  winter  rematkabiy  ievcre.  An 
army  little  inferior  to  his  own,  marched  out  of  the  place. 

As  iboB  aa  the  icdbo  of  the  .year  pennitted  him  to  open  another  can. 
paign,  tlui  Odte  befieged  and  took  Teum^.  Hi  invtfted  Mom,  Near 
tbb  cicy  the  Fmtcy  nrny,  coveted  by  thick  woods,  delMed  by  treble  in. 
trenchments,  waited  to  molefl,  nor  prcfumcd  to  offer  battle.  Even  tiii^  was 
not  attempted  by  them  with  impunity.  On  the  laft  day  of  Auf^uJ}^  >  7^  9» 
the  Duke  attacked  them  in  their  camp.  AW  wa<?  employed,  nothing avnilrd, 
againfl  the  rcfolution  of  fuch.a  general,  againil  the  lury  of  fuch  troops.

of  the  Camfuwej.  I  thence  obfervedt 
thp.t  there  runs  all  the  way  a  Stra- 
tum from  the  botiom  of  black 
ftone,  to  the  height,  as  well  as  I 
could  conjedurcy  of  about  60  feet, 
divided  perpendicularly  at  unequal 
diftancci  by  firipes  of  a  reddifli  fiooa^ 
looking  like  cement,  and  aboot  4  or 
5  inches  in  thickneis.  Upon  tM» 
there  is  another  Stratum  of  the  fame 
black  (lone,  divided  from  it  by  a 
Sfrarum  5  inches  thick  of  the  red. 
Over  this  another  Stratum  of  ftone 
ten  feet  thick,  divided  m  the  iame 
manner ;  then  a  Stratmm  of  the  red 
fione  ao  feet  deepi  and  above  that 
a  Stratum  of  opright  pillars.  Above 
thefe  pillars  lies  another  Stratum  of 
bl  ick  flonc  20  feet  high  ;  and  above 
this  is  again  another  iitratum  of  up- 
right piSars  rifing  in  fome  places  to 
,  the  top  of  the  clitis,  in  others  not  fo 
hieb,  and  in  others  again  above  it^ 
where  they  are  callea  the  cl^mmp. 

This  face  of  the  cliffs  reaches  Ayr

Moft  ol  thc  houfes  arc  of  v.cod, 
as  well  as  thc  ramparts  and  towers  j  the 
caftle  alone  is  lunomded  with  Hone 
walla,  and  is  well  ftored  w  th  artillery  and 
warlike  ammunition  j  and  tlie  nver,  which 
runs  round  it,  fcrvcs  inflead  of  a  ditdia 
whkh  renders  the  place  very  rtrong.  A 
g:irifon  is  kept  in  it,  all  of  M.fioviu  foldi- 
ers;  and  thc  Tartan,  who  inhabit  the 
town,  are  forbid  to  enter  this  fortrefs,  un- 
der pain  of  death.    The  caftle  is  govtmcd 
by  its  own  irajviotU,  and  the  city  by  itt 
own  governor,   Abewt  7  werfts  below  the 
town,  in  a  place  where  the  river  is  broad, 
there  is  a  large  deck  for  thc  building  of 
(hips  of  confklcrable  bulk,  which  are  atrcr- 
waHs  font  down  into  the  Caffim  fat* 
This  city  is  excellently  well  fituatcd  for  the 
being  fupplied  with  all  forts  of  provifjona 
and  necclftries  both  by  land  and  water, 
and  they  are  here  in  great  plenty,  and  very 
cheap.    The  rcafon  why  the  Tnrtar  citi- 
zens are  kept  out  of  the  caftle,  is  the  jca- 
loufy  of  the  Ruffian  monarchs,  they  being 
a  conquered  people  j  for  the  province  of 
Cafm,  of  which  this  city  is  the  head,  was 
formerly  an  independent  kingdom ;  but  be* 
tng  engaged  in  civil  wars,  in  the  time  cf  the 
czar,  Jtbn  Ba/i  owitx  •  I!,  they  were  de- 
prived of  royalty  and  dominion  by  that 
oonctueror.   The  province  (li  etches  a  great 
way  alcnc;  f^e  H'cfgj,  and  the  land  is  ex- 
tremely fertile.    The  natives  arc  more  ci- 
vihzed  than  moft  of  the  other  ^Tartwr  nati- 
ons, occafion'd  by  their  converfing  more 
with  Grangers.  They  apply  themfclves  en- 
tircly  to  commerce,  and  carry  on  a* conn* 
derable  trade  in  hides  and  other  goods.  In 
the  time  of  th:ir  independency  they  were 
looked  upon  as  a  brave  and  warlike  nation, 
and  their  kings  were  dreaded  by  all  the 
neighbouring  princes.    The  capital,  down 
to  this  day,  has  been  famous  for  iU  com- 
merce aU  over  thc  eaft.  The  archbifliop- 
rick  was  eftabtiflied  by  the  eooqueror«  Jtkm 
Pjt/TA  :r/>25,  abovementioned.

,07/A  duke  of  y/r^y^ 
andC^rr/aoc/V^,  lately 
deceafed,  (whofe  mo- 
nument in  Wefimin-  A

prefixed,)   was  the 
Teprefcntiiivc  of  one  of  the  grcatcft 
and  mod  antient  families  in  Scotland, 
He  was  born,  OHober  10,  1678,  and 
confequently  was  not  feven  years  old, 
when  his  grandfather  Archib/tld  t2Lx\  6 
,  of  Argyll  was  beheaded  at  Edinburgh^ 
'  June  3o>  1 685,  about  which  time  he 
kU  out  of  a  window  at  Dunybrijfel^ 
(the  feat  of  his  aunt,  the  counteis  of 
hhtrray)  three  ftories  high,  without 
feceivinv  any  hurt ;  and  this  ac-  C 
ddent  the  fuperflitious  have  /ixt  not 
'  only  to  the  very  day,  but  to  the  very 
minute  his  grandfather *5  head  was 
iruck  of  at  Edinburgh t  as  an  omen 
,of  his  revenging  the  death  of  his 
grandfather,  and  great  grandfather, 
who  was  beheaded  at  the  fame  place,  D 
May  ify  1661. 

By  this  means  the  family  of  Ar- 
gyiJ  became  deeply  engaged  in  the 
revolution,  for  upon  the  unhappy 
Cataftrophe  of  the  late  duke*s  grand- 
iiither,  his  father  Archibald,  then 
•d  lord  Lorn,  retired  to  Holland,  E 
he  remained  till  the  prince  of 
Orange y  afterwards  king  ff^illiam  III.

came  to  England,  by  whom  he  was, 
in  1701,  created  duke  of  Argyll, 
marquefsof  Kinfyre  znd  Lorn,  cm\  of 
Campbell  and  Cownl^  vifcoant  of  Loc- 
ho^v  and  GUnyla,  and  lord  In'Vtrary, 
AJuII,  Morvtn,  and  Tyrie  ;  and  as 
he  had  always  great  intercfl  with 
king  If'illiam,  in  the  year  1694,  he 
procured  for  his  fon,  the  late  duke, 
the  command  of  one  of  the  ScottlJ/f 
regiments  in  the  Dutch  fcrvice,  iho* 
then  but  16  years  of  age. 

The  late  duke  was  then  at  his 
Hudies  in  the  univerfity  of  Lrydcr, 
where  his  father  dcfigncd  he  fhould 
have  continued  for  a  year  or  two  lon- 
ger, and  left  the  regiment  to  be 
commanded  by  the  lieutenant  colo- 
nel ;  but  as  the  war  was  then  in  its 
greateft  fury,  the  lord  Lorn,  as  he 
was  then  called,  had,  notwithfland- 
ing  his  youth,  too  nice  a  fenfe  of  ho- 
nour to  fubmit  to  the  will  even  of 
his  father  in  fo  tender  a  point ;  there- 
fore, as  foon  as  he  heard  of  his  being 
appointed  colonel  of"  tl.at  regiment, 
he  left  the  univerfity,  went  to  Flan- 
ders, and  put  himfclf  at  the  head 
of  his  regiment,  foon  after  which  an 
affair  happened,  which  we  fliall  give 
an  account  of,  becaufe  we  have  it 
from  undoubted  aulliority,  and  be- 
caufe nothing  can  contribute  more 
towards  giving  us  an  idea  of  the 
true  charader  of  this  great  man.
